Some Appropriations May 
Get Lost in Shuffle. 


But He'll Do All He Can for 
the Pay-Roll Brigade.

SACRAMENTO, June 15.—[ Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Gov. Johnson has un- 
til midnight tomorrow night to sign 
between 600 and 700 bills enacted by 
the last Legislature, chapter them and 
file them with the Secretary of State. 
All bills which are not past these 
three steps by the time designated by 
the Constitution are consigned to 
oblivion. 

Monday marks the thirtieth day 
following the adjournment of the 
Legislature excepting Sundays. It 
has been set as field day for the lists 
of special appropriation bills. The 
executive has already signed many 
of the measures, but will not an- 
nounce their approval until tomorrow. 
Hundreds, however, will suffer the 
ignominy of the “pocket veto,” lack 
of funds to be given as the cause for 
their non-approval.

INFESTED ARCHITECTURE, 


Parasites That Too @ften Disfigure 

Bullding That Otherwise Would Be 
Most Attractive. 

{Boston Herald:}] Three distinct 
parasites fasten on our city buildings, 
confusing their scale, clutering their 
base lines, masking their decorations, 
disheartening in advance the con- 
scientious architect. The first ts the 
lettered signboard, made not merely 
to be seen, but to catch and hold the 
glance. In some form, the sign is 
a necessary evil. But could it not be 
reckoned with more boldly by the 
architects, both in designing eleva- 
tions and in advising clients after oc- 
cupation? Some day merchants will 
come to see that beauty in wares for 
gale, and in the window schemes 
for their display, calls also for a 
framing beauty in the whole store 
front. 

The second parasite is the creep- 
‘ing vine. Some buildings deserve it; 
season by season they need the close 
mantle of rippling green or the cling- 
ing veil of netted runner and tendrii. 
The coarser and heavier the building. 
the greater fits need for some such 
figured covering. But other buildings, 
clean cut and pleasantly proportioned, 
telling a structural! story in lines well! 
carried through, or taking the eye 
with finely wrought texture and de- 
tall—these have no need for a kind- 
ly covering of biemish and defect; 
they have a right to be seen bare and 
in their full design. The last of the 
three parasites fs neither a neces- 
sary evil nor an occasionally pleasing 
mask; it is an abuse, tolerated. only 
for a trifling convenience and for the 
dollars it brings in—1it is the vendor's 
booth, lodged in any available nook 
or corner of any building that the 
crowd passes. The stands of these 
petty traffickers in post-cards. pea- 
nuts and penny candies no more re- 
gard the walis they huddle up against 
than the nests of the plastering mud

We have found 
and are finding the truth In Him more 
and more, but He has always_had 
it. The earth was round and swung 
in majesty around the sun when the 
wise geographers were teaching the 
world that the sun rose and set 
throngh holes in the earth, and that 
the earth was flat. The truth has not 
changed. Jesus Christ is and always 
has been, the whole truth, all the 
truth, and nothing but the truth. 
Without the way progress is impos- 
sible, without the truth there is no 
knowing. I tell you the world is per- 
ishing for the truth as it is in Christ. 
Let that fundamental, all-determin- 
ing truth get hold of men, let it into 
business, politics, education and so- 
clety, and our ways will be correct- 
ed, our faults will be healed and the 
new earth will appear. His whole life, 
His works, His words, His signs, His 
ministries of mercy, all He said or 
did was but an attempt to get the 
truth into the lives of His hearers. 
How the truth has made the world 
free as far as the truth has been 
given an opportunity. Jesus Christ is 
the truth. He is the truth about God. 
He is the truth about men and sin 
and salvation, and social relations, 
and political righteousness. He is the 
truth about death and the resurrec- 
tion. When Jesus has spoken the 
world may keep silent. All authori- 
ties are subject to the one who speaks 
with authority, and not as one of the 
scribes. 


“But He fs even more than the 
truth. A man may even know the 
truth and refuse to obey it. He may 
know the truth and his life be a lie. 
But Jesus Christ is also the life. Life, 
what a wonderful word, Life is a con- 
vincing argument.

Very like- 
ly Jesus regarded himself as ‘mes-

itual sense. He saw clearly what some 
of the prophets saw dimly, that the 
only true emancipation is spiritual. 
Man must, in a sense, rise superior to 
his external conditions. There is a 
spiritual life accompanying this phys!- 
cal life which man must enter if he 
is to find the true remedy for oppree- 
sion. This was the kingdom of heav- 
en which He believed it to be His mis- 
sion to establish. It is consistent with 
his character that he accept himself

from others; it means that he saw the

in this sense. He pointed out the way 
of deliverance and in as far as we ac- 
cept this way and walk therein, we 
are made free. Other great teachers 
have seen this also, but inasmuch as 
he saw it more clearly and pointed it 
out with greater power, we can accept 
him as ‘messiah’—the way of life.

tion and annual consultation for 
twenty-six years has accomplished 
almost as much toward making the 
train dispatcher infallible and the 
traveler safe. 
“The association is an important 
educative agency. It has made its 
members thoughtful men and they 
are continually studying the prob- 
lem of handling trains rapidly and 
safely. The double order system has 
reduced the danger and lessened the 
Hability of collisions. The introduction 
of the telephone system of transmit- 
ting orders makes for speed, although 
it may be harder work for the dis- 
patcher. 

GREAT TRAINING SCHOOL. 
“Nearly all the changes in the code 
in the past ten years have been made 
at the suggestion of the association. 
Its members are thoughtful men, who 
realize their responsibility, and who 
have the courage to meet it squarely. 
From its ranks have come a great 
‘many important railroad’ officials, 
general manager@ and vice-presidents 
of great systems. Their training as 
dispatchers and the connéction with 


this organization helped them to 
climb.” 
The most important matters to 


come before the convention will be 
the election of officers, discussion of 
train rules, amendments to the con- 
stitution and papers on the use of 
the telephone in train dispatching. 
Hugh McPhee, ded as exception- 
ally well-inform on the fises of the 
telephone in transmitting train orders, 
has been asked to prepare and read 
a paper on the subject at one of the 
meetings.

New Company Plans Test Well in 
Cuyama Valley — Work on Union’s 
Gasoline-from-Gas Plant Is Pro- 
gtessing—New Pennsylvania Holds 
Annual Meeting. 


[Special Correspondence of The Times. ] 

SANTA MARIA, June 12.—The 
long-continued season of dullness in 
oll affaire seems to be drawing to a 
close. Men who have been idle for 
some time are again put to work in 
the fie and plans for new opera- 
tions are formulated. The predicted 
season of good times in the oil business 
seems at hand. One of the foremost 
geological experts stated, incidentally 
the other day, that he believed 1915 
Will see California's oil industry in bet- 


the opening up of new territory. 

Already the latter part of his prog- 
nostication is on the way toward ful- 
filment. A company has been organ- 
ized at Maricopa, under the title of 
the Cuyama Valley Oil Company, cap- 
italiged at $1,000,000, and operations 
in the vast Cuyama Valley will be 
started at once. The site of this pros- 
pective well is about twenty-five miles 
from proven territory, and probably 
on the north side of the valley. The 
incorporators of the new company are 
Joe Carroll, J. D. Mosher, H. D. Elliott, 
Jesse Richardson and R. R. Lucas, 
nearly all Maricpa business men. 

The Cuyama Valley lies directly in 
& northwesterly and southeasterly line 
between the San Joaquin and Santa 
Maria fields. The writer spent a few 
G@ays.there last year and was greatly 
impressed with the possibilities appar- 
ently extant in that region. Unlike a 
number of other districts, there seems 
to have been very little escape of oil 
anywhere. The formations point to 
the presence of oil, and one large out- 
cropping of bituminous shale exposed 
in the bed of the river looks promising. 
The outcropping mentioned is situated 
about twenty-five miles from Mari- 
copa., About ten miles farther up the 
valley, in a lonely canyon, stands a 
weather- ten rig, with machinery 
rusting an timBers rotting away. 
Newspapers pasted upon the wall of 
the bunkhouse, containing accounts 
of the Spanish-American War, seem 
to show that operations were carried 
on there about 1898. 

The rig itself is but seventy-four 
feet high, and the apparatus crude. 
All indications seem to point out that 
the operators were men used to drill- 
ing in the Pennsylvania fields, or other 
whaliow territory. At any rate the rig 
could scarcely drill below a depth of 
$00 or 1000 feet. Evidently the drill- 
ers quit -work at about 600 feet, and 
were then probably in blue shale for 
“the sump” shows a plain streak of 
fine blue, which has withstood the 
countiess fioods which have washed 


to the southeast from this well, an- 
other, known as the Webfoot well, was 
Started about the same time. Just 
what resulta were obtained there the 
Writer could not definitely learn. The 
well about to be drilled will be located 
nearly half way between these former 
exploitations and in seemingly more 
likely territory. 

It goes without saying that the oper- 
Stions of the Cuyama Valley Oil Com- 
pany will be watched closely and with 
Great interest. Later methods and gen- 
eral acquaintance with the peculiar 
conditions relating to California fields, 
will undoubtedly gain for those inter- 
ested a correct estimate of the Cuy- 
ama Valley for oil possibilities. For, 
after all, oll, like gold, is where one 
finds it.

MEXICAN FATALLY SHOT. 


Feud of Long Standing Between 

Two Monrovians Ends in ‘Tragedy. 

Assailant Pleads Self Defense. 

MONROVIA, June 15.—A feud of 
over a year’s standing between Jose 
de la Cruz, “Joseph of the Cross,” 
and Jose Espinoza terminated this 
afternoon in a shooting affray in which 
Espinosa received two bullets from De 
la Cruz’s. pistol, one passing through 
the neck and the other entering the 
breast a little above and to the right 
of the heart. The shooting occurred 
at 2:30 o'clock and Espinosa now lies 
at the point of death at the Monrovia 
Hospital. 

De la Cruz, after shooting Espinosa, 
walked down from the Mexican quar- 
ter of Monrovia, where the affair oc- 
curred, to the ranch of J. H. Shrode, 
south of the city, where he has been 
employed most of the time for the 
last three or four years. He asked 
Mr. Shrode for some money due him, 
told him the story of the fight and caid 
he was going back to Monrovia to give 
himself up. Mr. Shrode offered to 
bring the Mexican boy back to the city 
in his auto, and the offer was accepted 
and De la Cruz gave himself into the 
hands of the marshal. He was locked 
in the City Jail, pending his prelim-

OIL STRIKE 
PRESAGES ACTIVITY. 


AN PEDRO, June 14.—There fs 4 
great deal of excitement in oil 
circles around Lomita as the result 
of an oll strike on the Orin Weston 
ranch between Lomita and Clifton by 
‘the Sea. The strike was made by 
drillers employed by a syndicate of oil 
men who have taken an oll lease on 
1000 acres on the sonth side of the 
ranch. 

E. lL. Doheny, the millionaire oil 
man of Los Angeles, is generally cred- 
ited with being interested in the deal 
because of an option he held on the 
Palos Verdes ranch. As a matter of 
fact, however, Mr. Doheny allowed his 
opti to expire last Tuesday and ac- 
cording to report forfeited $256,000 
he has paid down. The general money 
stringency is believed to have been 
responsible for hie failure to exercise 
his option. 

The ol] lease on the Weston ranch 
was negotiated by a Los Angeles oper- 
ator named Tarbell, who was assoc!i- 
ated with Burton and Wheat, two 
other practical oil men. The strike 
was made at a depth of 1800 feet with-

and after going down 1800 feet the 
drillers found that they had about fif- 
teen feet of oil that had forced its 


way up through the water. Work on 
the well has been suspended until a 
good cement casing can be put down 
to shut off the water. 

News of the strike has awakened a 
great deal of interest in San Pedro 
and it is generally believed that this 
will be the center of a great activity 
in oil development within the next few 
months. While the strike was made at 
the edge of the foothills on the Re- 
dondo boulevard it is generally be- 
Heved that the development will lead 
farther up into the hills rather than 
out in the valley if the development 
of other districts is any criterion. 

Previous indications of ofl and as- 
phaltum have always been found 
closer to the shore than the strike on 
the Weston ranch. Fishermen are 
well acquainted with the oil spot 
southwest of Redondo out in the wa- 
ter. Other indications lead to the 
belief that the whole district from 
San Pedro to Redondo is one of vast 
possibilities. The strike on the Weston 
ranch undoubtedly means that thou- 
sands of dollars will be poured into the

His statement was taken in sh ort- 
hand and transcribed. He was unable 
to sign it, but authorized the inter- 
preter to sign it for him.

Espinosa is alleged to have mzede 
repeated threats against the life of De 
la Cruz, and about a month ago was 
arrested at the latter’s complaint and 
placed on parole.
